Possible invasion at various 
points on the coast line or through 
the mountain passes Were also re- 
ferred to. 

In aceordance with the recom- 
mendation of the committee and the 
advice of the directorate, the local 
chamber will do all in its power te 
induce the next Congress to appro- 
priate an adequate sum to maintain 
such an army post near Los An- 
geles, in addition to fortifying the 
harbor. 

Uniess Maj.-Gen. Wood, chief of 
staff of the army, is also called to 
Washington, the entire matter dis- 
cussed by the chamber yesterday will 
be laid before him upon his sérrival 
in this city.

BUSINESS VS. GRAFT.

“Tag day has made grafters of our 
sons, and led our daughters into un- 
conventionalities which we ought not 
to countenance, I shall fight with all 
my energies to do away with tag day.” 

So said Mra. Anna Thomas, before 
the Los Angeles Conference of Social 
Workers last Tuesday. 

“IT hepe we shall never have an- 
other tag day,” sald aleo Mrs. Chal- 
mers Smiths, widely known through 
her philanthropic activities, “I have 
never allowed my son to eell tags. 
Whenever be brought a block of them 
home, I bought up every one myself. 
I would do it again rather than have 


‘him sell them elsewhere, but i hope 


it will never be necessary. Z 
Soy has been discontinued by 
the lated Charities of Los An- 
gelee as a means of income. It ts 
unecientific, unreliable, end yndigni- 
fled as @ means of support for any 


civie institution. 


“The city ought to pay for this great 
work, then take it out of the hide of 
the taxpayer!" vigorously asserted a 

rominent woman writer on sociolog- 

l conditions, when interviewed on 
the subject. “The everlasting stu- 
pidity of the public is all that keeps 
them from appreciating the value of 
Associated Charities work.” 

It does seem very like stupidity at 
times. The large proportion of men 
who refuse to contribute to the As- 


sociated Charities here tn Los Angeles 
de so on this plea-—“I like to see 


just where my money goes. I like 
to dispense my own charity.” 

This sentiment is all very well, if 
these men would take the trouble to 
have the individual cases to which 
they wish to contribute first investi- 
gated by a specialist in such work 
and the worthiness of the case proved. 


The money then could go where it 


Was sure to be rightly used. But 
the majority refuse to do this, even 
after hating ocular proof that the 
persons to whom they contributed on 
their own initiative were undeserving. 
One such man told this story on him- 
self: 
“TI was accosted by a man who said 
he had no food for three days. I took 
him to a restaurant, gave the cashier 


.1 50 cents, and said to let the man eat 


as much as he wanted then, and if 
there wae anything left of the haif- 
dollar, let him come in the next day 


and finish it up. The fellow ate Just 


10 centa worth, and asked the cashier 
to let him have the 40 cents change 
In 

Still, this man said he preferred to 
continue to dispense his own charity, 
although by doing ec he kept needed 
money away from cases of proved 
worthiness. 

As a matter of fact, that is not 
charity. It is a species of weak, 
sentimental self-indulgence on the 
part of the giver, and an encourage- 
ment to pauperism and professional 
beggary for the recipient—-when there 
is « better way at hand! 

If the Associated Charities of Los 
Angeles were actually to close down 
for one year, the people would wake 
up to the fact that it had been the 
means of saving them much in a per- 


sonal way, and hed done in addition 
the constructive, preventive charitable 


work practically impossible to the in-

dividual. They would seon find them. 
selves willing to support some such 
organized working force, But it 
would cost them a great deal more 
money then to organise such a force 
than it would adequately to sustain 
the work already alive, but ubhap- 
preciated, in their midst. 

But it does take money to do this 
work. Last year, and for severai 
years previous, the expenses of the 
Associated Charities ameunted to 
about $25,000, of which 78 per cent. 
went directiy into the rellef work. 
This year, owing to the increased de- 
mand from the tubercular poer, the 
unemployed, the deserted, and the be- 
reaved, $30,00¢ will ne more thank 
cever the need, 

Tag day hes been abolished as in- 
adequate. Out of 300 business men 
interviewed on the subject recently, 
only four expressed themeelves as in 
favor of ite continuance. 

But there must be some substitute. 
An effort is being made now to edu- 
eate the public to the value and the 
need of this work, and two author- 
ized collectors are now going from 
business house to business house, 
from home to home, from shop to 
shop, and from office to office, pre- 
senting the opportunity to help sup- 
port this, one of our most necessary 
civic institutions. Five dollars a 
year from five thousand men and 
women, together with lesser suma of 
a dollar or more from e few thousand 
more, would put it firmly on its feet. 

It is the business men and busines 
women who ought to come te the 
resoue of this organization, because 
it is they themselves who benefit 
largely by it in being relieved of the 
innumerable personal demands which 
would otherwise be made upon them. 

Organized charity has been proved 
to be the only practical, effective way 
of coping with the poverty problem. 
It is a business man’s method of 
handling a tangible anu material evil. 
As such, the Associated Charities of 
Los Angeles has the hearty and un- 
qualifi indorsement of the Méer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, which represents the highest 
and best in our commercial life. 

Let the individual business man 
then look for himself into this mat- 
ter, and when honestly convinced that 
it ia all it claima to be, let him lend 
his efforts toward making it « the 
financial success it deserves to be. 
And when the collector com to 
your door, don't give him a rebuff: 
Make it a check.

CHINESE WORK. 


LOCAL ¥.MC.A. ENTERTAINS 


SHANGHAI SECRETARY. — 


Speaker Tells of the Great Awaken- 
ing—Heard by Los Angeles Trav- 


A business men's dinner was given 
at Christopher's yesterday at noon, 
in honor of Rev. W. EB. Taylor of 
China, which was also, attended by 
J. M. Davia of Tokio, and M. A. Wtil- 
bur of Kobe, Japan. W. EB. MoVey 
presided at the dinner, which was at- 
tended by fifty men. 

The pecullar local interest in Dr. 
Taylor is on account of his being as- 
sociate general secretary of the asso- 
ciation In Shanghat—the association 
which was given ite first uplift by the 
Los Angeles association. On the heels 
of raising the money for tts magni- 
ficient buliding in this city six years 
ago the local assoctation topped off 
the good work of the citizens of Los 
Angeles by raising $2000 to put the 
Shanghal aasociation on ite feet by 
employing an aasociate secretary. 
That secretary is Dr. Taylor, and the 
local association is this year paying 
$4000 to Shanghal, one-half of whith 
is the subscription of President Ar- 
thur Lette. 

It was something of a disappoint- 
ment that time would not permit 
hearing from Secretary Davia of 
Tokio, and Secretary Wiibur of Kobe, 
both of whom.arrived here yester- 
day, direct from Japan. They are 
bright young men and talk inter 
estingly of their work. 7 

Dr. Taylor ts a brilliant speaker 
and talks along new and interesting 
tines, and his four speeches yester- 
day indicate that he is not short of 
materal. 

“We see many Americans § in 
China,” he said by way of introduc- 
tion. “Bometimes we see them come 
and sometimes we are glad to see 
them go.” Speaking of the revolu- 
tion, he eald: “Many of us knew 
that something was to come tn China 
some day, but when it did come ft 
was with such suddenness that it 
surprised everybody. 

“It was practically a bloodless 
revolution. The lurid stories of mas- 
sacres published about a year ago 
were a pure myth. I do not believe 
there was a woman or child mur- 
dered in connection 
revolution. 

“It is yet to be seen how China 
will get out of her difficulties, with 
the financial combine, and be ‘able 
to secure a loan to pay off her sol- 
diers. But tt will come, and China 
will make good.” 

Referring to progress made under 
the new regime, Dr. Taylor said 
there are now nine daily papers in 
Pekin, one a paper conducted by 
women for women, and tn the whole 
empire there are $00 dally news- 
papers of general circulation. Since 
1905 there have been established 
42,000 schools and colleges of west- 
ern learning. At the present rate of 
growth, Dr. Taylor said that tn ten 
years from now, there will be 396,- 
000,000students In the schools af 
China. 

“The doors of China are wide 
open,” he declared{ “There Was 
never such a time in the history of 
the world and tt may never come 
again. The 400,000,000 of China are 
now plastic, like plaster on the wall, 
Just teady to ‘set.’ * 

Among those who heard Dr. Tay- 
lor were several Chinese business men 
of the city, W. MeVe¥.
